Two divisions 

Wednesday's decision by the Rugby League to 
return to two divisions of sixteen clubs secs the 
passing of the three division "Hcthcrington" for¬ 
mula with its controversial fast-track, eight club, 
Second Division. 

The new First Division will be made up of the 
existing sides and two clubs promoted from the 
current second division. The new Second Division 
will comprise the remaining clubs in the current 
Second Division and all of the clubs in the Third 
Division, other than those ending this season in the 
bottom three positions. 

The bottom three clubs of the current Third Divi¬ 
sion will be dropped from the Rugby League into 
the Alliance League and as they are not considered 
strong enough to compete at the higher level of 
Alliance football they will join the clubs in the 
Rugby League Alliance second Division. The 
Rugby League have also decided to axe both of the 
county cup competitions.
